D ET ER MIN 1 1) STRIK ERS. 


T h e M iners D eterm in ed to W ill o r D ie in 
th e L ast D itch . 
N ew Y o rk , January 17tb.—The Mail 
and Express says of the Heading strik e: 
“ It is a light to the death. This mas the 
inevitable conclusion drawn to-dav. from 
the latest developments. The members of 
the Executive Committee of the striking 
railroaders have clinched the m atter by 
bringing about an understanding between 
the leaders of the miners and themselves, 
by which the former are not to return to 
work, even at an advance in wages, unless 
the grievances of the railroaders are taken 
into consideration. The miners announce 
that they are prepared to stay out as long 
as the company can stand it.' The Execu­ 
tive Committee, which is head d by John 
L. I.ee, a special dispatch from Pottsville 
states, is preparing a statement for the pub­ 
lic, and an appeal for sym pathy and the 
support of organized labor everywhere, 
together with the appointment of a Com­ 
mittee on Agitation. Chairman Lee said 
last night that arrangements had been 
made to carry the tight before the people 
of every town and city in the country. It 
is intimated by the strikers that a Conven­ 
tion of the Amalgamated Association and 
the Knights of Labor miners, which meets 
to-day at Stubeuville, O., will take up the 
fight.”

A LA R G E EM BEZZLEM ENT. 


T h e Secretary o f a t’arbon 
C om pany 
C harged W ith D efalcation . 
D e tr o it, January 17th.—A sensation in 
business circles was caused this afternoon, 
when it became known that Charles E. 
Young, for many years the confidential 
bookkeeper of the Michigan Carbon Works, 
but more recently Secretary and Treasurer 
of the concern, had been arrested, charged 
with embezzlement. Young has for years 
past reveled in the possession of blooded 
horses, a nobby turn-out and a colored 
coachman, all on a salary of $1,800. But 
as his father was known to be wealthy, it 
excited no special attention. 
Last Septem­ 
ber Young was promoted to the position of 
Secretaiy and Treasurer, and uot long after­ 
wards a decrease in the dividends to stock­ 
holders caused complaints. This dissatis­ 
faction led to an investigation. It was as­ 
certained then that somebody high in of­ 
fice had been pocketing money belonging 
to the company for the last two or three 
years. 
President Jarvis had I een active in the 
search for the guilty party, and at a meet­ 
ing of the Board of Directors, held a few 
days ago, he informed his conferees that 
Young wa3 the culprit. 
He said that 
Young, even as confidential bookkeeper, 
had handled money for the purchase of 
bones, and had credited bone peddlers with 
many pounds of bones that they had not 
supplied, and that lie had pocketed the 
difference. This explanation was accepted. 
Accordingly Young was locked up last 
night. H e was not shut up iu the ordinary 
quarters at the jail, but was placed in a 
room at the Sheriff's residence. There is 
an air of mystery about the affair, and 
when the reporter sought an interview at 
the jail this afternoon he was told negotia­ 
tions were under way to settle the affair, 
ami that he could not sec the prisoner. 
President Jarvis, after consulting with tiis 
attorney, stated this aiiernoon that, as near 
as could be ascertained, the defalcation 
amounted to $50,000, and had extended 
over a period of three years, being accom­ 
plished in a very clever wav, so as to avoid 
suspicion most effectually.’ The action is 
one of trespass, or case for embezzlement, 
and Young is held in $50,000 bail, which he 
has not yet given. 


AN O TH ER DIG STEAL. 


O liver G rattan S tarts for C a n id a w ith a 
T iu n k F u ll o f N u ggets. 


D e n v e r , January 17th.—Oliver Grattan 
was arrested at the Union Depot this even­ 
ing as he stepped off the train from Breck- 
enridge. Col., on a w arrant charging him 
with stealing in the neighborhood of $30,­ 
000 in gold nuggets from the Victoria 
placer mine, near Breckenridge. The mine 
belongs to Colonel Ware and Wm. Hudson, 
who iiad employed Grattan to work the 
property for them. The prisoner’s trunks 
were searched and the nuggets and mine 
certificates, am ounting to $1S,000 or $20,- 
0oo, found, besides deeds to several farms 
iu Canada. Grattan denies the guilt, and 
says he is persecuted by Ware and Hudson, 
with whom he had trouble before he left 
the mine. He declares he was on his way 
to Canada to spend the winter, and intended 
to return in the spring.

Loso I s l a n d Ci rr. January 17th.—Coro­ 
ner Robinson last night granted applica­ 
tion to Airs. Mary I Keep to have the body 
of Charles D Keep, late proprietor of the 
Wall street AYum, exhumed, and issued a 
sum mons to the authorities of Calvary 
Cemetery to open the grave and take up the 
casket. This morning theorder was carried 
out and the casket taken to the receiving 
vault, where, in the presence of Mrs. Keep, 
Coroner Robinson, and the reporter of the 
Associated 1’rc-ss, it was opened. Though 
the body was evidently in an advanced 
stage of decomposition the features were 
perfect almost as in life, and Mrs. Keep 
immediately recognized the body a? that of 
her deceased husband. Being satisfied that 
her theory that Keep was still alive was 
wrong, Mrs. Keep requested that the body 
he kept in the receiving vault for a few 
days, until she could see the Coroner and 
District Attorney of M onmouth county, 
New Jersey, i t relation to the holding of 
an investigation to ascertain whether Mr. 
Keep was the victim of foul play or not. 
Immediately afterwards Mrs. Keep fainted 
and remained unconscious for some time.

T he Sen ate. 
W a s h in g to n , January 17th.—Platt of­ 
fered a resolution instructing the Postoffice 
Committee to make inquiry w hetherany 
mail matter addressed to Senators had been 
detained m the Washington postofiice, and 
whether such detention was legal or illegal, 
lie made an explanatory statement to the 
effect that 400 copies of a hook mailed by a 
Connecticut advertising firm to Senators 
and members of Congress, and on each of 
which eleven cents postage was paid, had 
been charged thirty-one cents extra post­ 
age, because the words “ judicious advertís 
ing ageuts and experts” hail been printed 
on the wrapper, and had not been delivered 
because such extra postage was not paid. 
In his judgm ent, the law did not authorize 
this extra charge. 
After some discussion the resolution was 
agreed to. 
In connection with the same subject, 
Sawyer asked for unanim ous consent for 
the immediate consideration of the House 
bill relating to "permissible printing or 
writing on second, third and fourth class 
matter,’’ such bill having been reported 
back from the Postoffice Committee with­ 
out amendment. 
Consent was given aud 
the bill passed. 
Wilson of Iowa offered a resolution, 
which was adopted, calling on the Secre­ 
tary of the Treasury to report as to the 
amount of revenue collected on each kind 
of liquor, each year, since the passage of 
the internal revenue law, and from the 
special tax on distillers and brewers. 
On motion of Teller, the bill reported by 
him from theC num ittee on Public 1-ands, 
granting to the city of Colorado, in the 
State of Colorado, certain lands for water 
reservoirs, was taken up and passed. 
The presiding officer laid before the Sen­ 
ate a message from the President with the 
report of the Pacific Railway Commission. 
At the conclusion of the reading of the 
message, Plumb offered a resolution, which 
was adopted, calling on the Secretary of the 
Treasury for a statement of the sums of 
money paid to States and Territories under 
the Act of the twenty-first Congress as 10 
per cent, of the sales of public lands. 
The Blair educational bill was taken up, 
and Bowen spoke in support of it.

L o n d o n , January 17th.—Official anxiety 
about Balfuur has of late much increased. 
The police authorities say he is in greater 
danger of assassination than ever. For­ 
ester's repeated escapes were nothing short 
of miraculous. This opinion is based, not 
upon the general hatred shown Balfour by 
the Irish leaders and English allies, but 
upon specific information which the police 
believe is absolutely accurate. Plot after 
plot to murder the Chief Secretary has been 
formed and frustrated. 
The luvineibles 
are steadily at work. They believed they 
had a chance when Balfour spoke lately at 
Manchester, and the attem pt would have 
ceriainly been made, had not the authori­ 
ties insisted on his sleeping in the town 
hall, which is also police headquarteis. 
The assassins thought that rather too hot a 
place to venture into. 
The precautions now taken at Dublin are 
greater than ever before. The vice-regal 
lodge, where the Chief Secretary lives, and 
Phoenix Park, in which the lodge stands, 
swarms with detectives, and he is never 
allowed to take a step alone. Thus goes 
on a sort of duel between the assassins and 
the police, with the life of the ruler of 
Ireland at stake. 
Much more thau Bal­ 
four’s life is at stake. The trium ph of the 
assassins would ring the last knell of home 
rule. None have more cause to pray for 
bis safety, yet none so bitterly revile him , 
heedless of the fact that every insult and 
calumny heaped on him furnishes so many 
more provocations and pretexts to lii’s 
would-be murderers.

W a s h i n g t o n , January 17th.—Following 
is the President's : 
• ,-e transm itting the 
Patine Railroad r, 
to Congress : 


To the ¡Senate and limite of Represent at ires: 
On the third day of March last an Act Was 
passed authorizing the appointment of three 
Commissioners, v. ho should investigate the 
affairs id such _ railroads as have received 
aid iron: the I nited States Government. 
Among other things contemplated, the in­ 
vestigation included the history of the con­ 
struí tion of th.-se roads, their relations and 
indebtedness to the Government and the 
question'W hether, in the interest of the 
United States, any extension of tim e for 
the pcrinrnianee of the obligations of said 
Toads to tue Goverumeijtshould be granted, 
and if so, the said Commissioners were di­ 
rected to suom it a scheme for such exten­ 
sion. 
The Commissioners w tie further directed 
by the said Act to report in full to the Pres­ 
ident upon all matters submitted to them, 
and he was by said Act required to tor- 
w-ard said report to Congress, with such 
recommendation or comments as he should 
see tit to make in the premises. 
- 
The Commissioners, immediately after 
their election, started upon the discharge 
of their duties, and have prosecuted their 
inquiries and recoinmeudalious wi h indus­ 
try, intelligence aud 
thoroughness. 
A 
large amount of testimony has been taken, 
and all the facts been developed which ap­ 
pear to he necessary for the Consideration 
of questions arising from the condition of 
these aided railroads and their relations to 
the Covert:meet. 
The Commissioners have, however, been 
unable to agree upon the manner in which 
these railroads should be treated respecting 
their indebtedness to the United States, or 
to lorm a plan best adapted for the secure 
payments oi such indebtedness. The dis­ 
agreement has resulted in the preparation 
of two reports, which are herewith subm it­ 
ted to Congress. 
These reports exhibit such transactions 
and schemes connected with the construc­ 
tion of the aided roads and their manage­ 
ment, and suggest the invention of such 
devices on the part of those having them 
in charge for the apparent purpose of de­ 
feating any chance for the Government’s 
reimbursement, that any adjustm ent or 
plan of settlement should be upon the sub­ 
stantial interests of the Government rather 
than the forbearance or generosity deserved 
by the companies. The wide p’uUlication 
which lias already been given to the sub­ 
stance of the Comm issioners'reports obvi­ 
ates the necessity of detailing in this com­ 
munication the facts found upon investiga­ 
tion. 
The majority report, while condemning 
the methods adopted by those who former­ 
ly had charge of the Union Pacific Rail­ 
road, declares that since its present m an­ 
agement was inaugurated in 1884 its affairs 
have bec-n fairly conducted, and that the 
presr-nt administration has devoted itself 
honestly and intelligently to the herculean 
task of rescuing the Union Pacific Rail­ 
way from 
insolvency, which seriously 
threatened it on inception of its w o rk ; 
that ii has devoted itself by rigid ecouomv, 
by intelligent management, and by an ap­ 
plication of every dollar of the earning ca­ 
pacity of the system to its improvement 
and betterment, to place that company on 
a sound and enduring financial foundation. 
The conduction of the present manage­ 
m ent of the I niou Pacific Company has 
been an improvement upon its ability to 
comply with the terras of any settlement 
of its indebtedness which may be offered 
by the Government. The majority oi Ihe 
Commission are in favor of an extension 
of time for the payment of the Govern­ 
ment indebtedness of these companies upon 
certain conditions. But the Chairman of 
the Commission, presenting a m inority re­ 
port, recommends, both upon principle 
and policy, the institution of proceedings 
for the. forfeiture of the charters of the cor­ 
porations and the winding up of their af­ 
fairs. 
I have beer, furnished with the statement 
or argument in defense of the transactions 
connected with the construction of the Cen­ 
t ai Pacific Railroad and its branch lines, 
from which i:. may not b? amiss to quote, 
lor the purpose of showing how sonic of 
the operations of t’ae Directors of such 
road, strongly condemned bv the Commis­ 
sioners. are defended by 'the Directors 
themselves. After speaking of a contract 
for the construction of one of these brant h 
¡«us by the corporation called the Contract 
and Finance Company, owned by certain 
Directors of the Central Pacific Railroad, 
this language is used: 
It may be said nt this contract, as of manv 
others that were let to the different connntc- 
tion com panies iu w hich the Directors of the 
Central Pacific were stockholders, th at they 
built the road w ith money m m ished by them ­ 
selves, and had the road for their outlay. In 
other words, they paid to the construction com­ 
pany bonds and stock of railroad so constructed, 
and waited until such tim e as tbev could de­ 
velop sufficient business on the road built to in­ 
duce the public to buy the bonds or stock, 
if 
the country through w hich the road ran devel­ 
oped sufficient business, then the project was a 
success, if it did uot, then, the operation was a 
loss. Those gentlem en took all ;lie responsi­ 
bility and the loss occurring was neccs«arilv 
theirs, aud of right the profit belonged to them 
but it is said th at they violated the well-known 
rule of equity in dealing witli them selves. 
Hut 
they were the trustees and th at thev were rep­ 
resenting both sides of the contract. The an­ 
swer is th at they did not find anybody else to 
deal w ith who would take the chance of build­ 
ing a road through w hat was then an alm ost 
uninhabited country, am i accept the laud and 
stock of the read in paym ent, and when it is 
said they were the trustees, if they did occupy 
such relation, it was m erely technical, for thev 
represented only their own interests on both 
sides, there being no one else concerned in the 
transaction. They becam e the incorporators of 
the company th a t was to build the road, sub­ 
scribed for its >D ek aud were the onlv subset ib­ 
era. Therefore, it is difficult to see how any one 
was wronged by th eir action. 
The rule ol 
equity iuvoked, w hich has its origin in the in­ 
junction that no m an can serve two masters, 
certainly did not apply to them , because they 
were actuated in th eir own interests and were 
not encouraged with duty caring fiir o’.h-rs' 
rights, there being no other persons interested 
in the subject m aticr. 


It: view of the statement of facts devel­ 
oped in theConiuii-sioners' report.it seems 
proper to rec 11 the grants and benefits de­ 
rived from the General Government by 
both the Union and Central Pacific Com­ 
panies, aiding in the construction of their 
roads. By an Act passed in 1862 it w: s 
provided that there should be advanced the 
companies by the United States, to aid in 
the construction, bonds of theGoverum ent 
and lands from the public domain, and that 
to secure the repayment of ihe bonds so 
advanced, and interest, said bonds should 
constitute a mortgage on the two lines of 
their roads, and on their : roper y of every 
description. The liberal donations, ad­ 
vances and privileges provide) ior in the 
law were granted by the General Govern­ 
ment for the purpose of securing the con­ 
struction of the road, which wouid com­ 
plete the connection between the Eastern 
aud Western States, and they were bonded 
upon the consideration of public benefits 
which would accrue to the entire country 
from such construction. Two years after 
the passage of this law it was supplemented 
and amended in various im portant partic­ 
ulars, in favor of those companies, by an 
Act which provided, among othtr things, 
that the Government's mortgage should tit­ 
eóme a junior iien and be subordinate to 
the mortgage which the companies were 
by 
the amendatory Act authorized 
to 
execute, 
to secure 
the 
binds 
which 
they might from time to time issue, in 
sums not exceeding the amount of the 
United States bonds which should be ad 
vanced to them. The immense advantages 
to the companies by this amendatory Act 
are apparent, and in these days we may 
well wonder that even the anticipated rmb- 
lic importance of the construction of these 
roads induced what now must appear to he 
the rather reckless and unguarded appropri­ 
ation of pubiio funds and public domain. 
It is almost nerdltss to state that the com­ 
panies have avai'ed themseivfs to the ut­ 
most extent of the ptrrnission given them 
to issue their bonds and to mortgage their 
property to secure the payment of the same 
by incumbra ces having preference of the 
Government’s lien, and precisely equal to 
it in amount. W hen the relations created 


between the Government and these corn- 
panies :>y the legislation rc!V, red to a'-e 
considered, it is astonishing that the claim 
should he made ¡in', the Dirc-ftor- of ti.ose 
roads owed no duty < xcepr. to themselves 
in their construLRon; tira1 they need regard 
nointerest but their own, and that they 
were justified in contracting with them ­ 
selves ami m akingsneh bargains as resulted 
i’i conveying to their pocket a lt the arseis 
o. the companies. As the lier.er, the Gov­ 
ernment was vitally interested 
in the 
am ount of the mortgage to which its se- 
cnrity has been subordinated, utul it had 
the i 
to insist that noDo of the bonete 
secured by this prior mortgage should be 
Jranihi!eiUly or for ih< purpose of 
«livi-D.ii among the stockholders, without 
consideration. 
F or .he purpose of saving or improving 
the security afford; ' by its junior lien, the 
<i«jveinn-,ent should have the right to purge 
Rns param ount iien of all that is fraudu­ 
lent bc'.n:.':us or unconscionable. 
If the 
transier to innoeeut bands of bonds of this 
character, secured by such first mortgage, 
prevente their cancellation, it might b¿ 
well tosor ii a remedy against those who 
issued and transferred them. If legislation 
is needed to secure such remedv, Congress 
can readily supply it. 
i ^ 
*(> c 
attention also to the fact 
that all that was to be done on the part of 
lite Government to fully vest in there com­ 
panies grants and advantages contemplated 
oy the Acts passed iu their interests has 
not yet been perfected, and if the failure of 
such companies to perform in good faith 
their part of the contracts justified sucli a 
c.-urse power rests with Oougre-s to with­ 
hold further performance on the part of 
tne Government. 
If donated lands are not 
yet. granted to those companies, and if 
their violation oi contract and duty are 
such as in justice and morals forfeit their 
rights to such lands, Congressional action 
should intervene to prevent further con­ 
summation. The Executive power must 
be exercised according to existing laws, 
and Executive discretion is probably not 
broad enough to reach such difficulties. 
The California and Oregon Railroad is 
now part of the Ceutia! Pacific system, and 
is a land grant road. 
Its construction has 
been carried with the same features anil 
incidents which have characterized other 
constructions of this system, as is made 
apparent in the report of the m ajority of 
the Commissioners. 
I have in my hands for approval the re­ 
port of the Commissioners appointed to ex­ 
amine two complete sections of this road. 
p3“ sl!ch approval the company or Cen- 
tr.il Pacific Company will be entitled to 
patents for a large quantity of public lauds. 
1 especially commend to the attention of 
( ongress this condition of affairs in order 
that it may determine w hether or not they 
should intervene to save these iands for 
settlers if such course is justifiable. 
I he doctrine of complete imle|>ondence 
on tire part of the Directors of these com 
pauies and their freedom from any obliga­ 
tion to care for other interests than their 
own in the construction of these roads, 
seem to have developed the natural conse­ 
quences in its application, portrayed as fol­ 
lows in the majority report of the Commis­ 
sioners : “ The result is that those who have 
controlled and directed the construction 
and development of these- companies have- 
become possessed of their surplus assets 
through the issue of bonds and stocks and 
the paym ent of dividends vote-d by them ­ 
selves, while the great creditor, the’ United 
States, finds itseif substantially without 
adequate security for the repayment of its 
loaus. The iaws enacted in aid of these 
roads, while they illustrate a profuse liber­ 
ality and generous surrender of theGovem- 
ment advantages, which, it is hoped, expe­ 
rience has corrected, were nevertheless 
passed upon the theory that the road should 
be constructed according to common rules 
of business, fairutss anil duty, and that 
their value and their ability to pay their 
debts should not be impaired by unfair ma 
nipulations, and when the Government 
subordinated it' iien to another, it was in 
expectation that the prior iien would rep­ 
resent in its am ount only such bonds as 
should he necessarily issued by the compa­ 
nies for the construction of their roads at 
fair prices agre< d upon, and in an honest 
way between real and substantial parties.” 
It is quite time tout the troublesome com- 
puratiuns surrounding this entire subject. 
which has been transmitted to us as a ! 
a leg­ 
acy from former days, should be settled 
No one, I think, exjiects that the railroad 
companies will be able to pay their indebt­ 
edness to the Government at maturity. 
Any proceeding or arrangement that would 
result now or at any other tim e in putting 
these roads or any poition of them in pos­ 
session or control of the Government is, in 
my opinion, to be rejected, certainly as long 
as there is any chance for indemnification 
through any other means. 
I suppose we 
are hardiv justified in indulging the irrita­ 
tion and indignation 
naturally arising 
from the contemplation of malfeasance to 
suco an extent as to ii-ad to the usi less 
destruction of these roads, or of the loss of 
the advances made by the Government. 
I believe that our efforts should be iu a 
more p ra c litd ire c tio n , and should tend, 
with no condonation of wrong-doing, to the 
collection by tin Government, on behalf of 
the people, of the public money now in 
jeopardy. While the plan presented by the 
majority of the C ommission appears to be 
well advised, and cives at least a partial 
promise of the results sought, the fact will 
be well not to escape attention, that its suc­ 
cess depends upon its acceptance by the 
companies and Hteir ability to perform its 
conditions after acceptance. 
It is exceed­ 
ingly im portant that any adjustm ent now 
made should h-.- final and effective. 
These considerad- n- suggest the possibil­ 
ity that the remedy proposr d in them aj .ritv 
report might he weil applied to part only of 
these aid- 4 railroad e- mpauies' settlement. 
The d ttermination of 'the questions in­ 
volve ¡ are peculiarly within the pn-vince 
of l oogress, and the subject has been made 
quite a familiar one by Congressional con­ 
cessions. This is now supplemented in a 
valuable m anner by the facts presented in 
reports herew ith submitted, and the public 
interest urges prom pt and efficient action.

another with the foot res', which would be 
a metal plate. The electric current could 
be supplied by electric light wires. 
Tue Commission recommends that Ihe 
date of execution he made uncertain, so 
that the criminal may not know on what 
uay he is to die, and tha* the corpses go to 
the doctors or to 
nameless grave without 
religious rites, aud that newspapers be for­ 
bidden to describí executions.

THE EDUCATIONAL BILL. 


VYe have not raised objection to the 
Blair educational hill oft the ground that 
it may he unconstitutional. 
It is within 
the constitutional |x>wers of Congress to 
disburse a portion of the surplus for ed­ 
ucational purposes. Senator Vest urges that 
the bill conflicts with the Federal Consti­ 
tution, but that question can he safely left 
to the tribunals appointed to determine it. 
If the promotion of popular intelligence 
is not “ for the general welfare,” then there 
is very little that Congress can do in the 
direction of “ the general welfare.” 
It does seem to us that the establish­ 
ment of a jxistal service for the people, the 
regulation of commerce, and like provis­ 
ions for the comfort, convenience and gen­ 
eral welfare of the people, are not superior 
to the promotion of knowledge among fftic 
people. 
If the Government may, as it 
does, aid astronomical science, foster all 
kinds of scientific research, fit out geo­ 
graphical expeditions, maintain a metero- 
logical service, establish and support a 
library, print and circulate books and 
pamphlets ujion educational and industrial 
topics, support educational, agricultural 
and entomological bureaus, and pay statis­ 
ticians to collect data for them, it may ap­ 
propriate money directly to aid tlie educa­ 
tional labors of the several States. 
But the ground of the R kcokd-U n i o n ’s 
objection to the bill has bean based wholly 
upon its uneconomic features, and the in­ 
volved question of its policy. 
Because it 
will tend to destroy self-reliance, and dis­ 
courage self-helpfulness upon the part of 
the people of the States, we hold it to he 
unwise. 
\\ bile the Federal Government 
may therefore give attention in a general 
way to the education of the people, it 
ought not to do anything in the way of 
supporting common schools that will cause 
the people to lean upon it, to depend upon 
it for that which they should provide fur 
themselves. 
The bill proposes to set aside 
$ . ,000,000 from the Federal Treasury to 
be distributed among the States, to he ap­ 
plied to tlie building 
up of the free 
schools and tlie decrease of illiteracy 
Now it is not only the province, but the 
duty of each State, indeed its pledge made 
upon admission, to m aintain a system of 
free schools. To usurp that function in 
any degree will just th at much relieve 
the State from an exercise essential, as we 
view it, to their well-being and the inde­ 
pendence of the people. 
It is said, how­ 
ever, that some of the States, having been 
impoverished hv the civil war, are unable 
to m aintain a common school -system at 
that level of efficiency that will give the 
freedman full opportunity to gain a com­ 
mon school education, and therefore it is 
the 
part 
of 
wisdom 
to 
render 
such 
States 
Federal 
aid. 
But 
that 
the 
scheme 
may 
not 
be 
local 
and restricted in its ojierations and thus 
open to still more serious objection, the 
distribution, it 
is 
proposed, shall 
he 
among all the States, those not needy 
as 
well 
as 
those 
that 
arc 
finan­ 
cially depressed. 
It has also been argued 
that as the safety of the Republic depends 
upon the intelligence of the voters, it is 
wise to provide for the education of those 
who are to wield the ballot. 
It has also 
been urged that as the South lixs not re­ 
ceived great land grants in aid of its 
school funds, it is but justice to give it 
something in the nature of an equivalent. 
But all these reasons, and they are not 
without force, do not overcome the Gravity 
of the objections airennv s-:if 
. 
Reve that however desirable it is to aid 
Southern educational systems, there is too 
grave danger in the method jiroposed to 
warrant the experiment. 
It has lieen 
demonstrated since tlie hill was first pro­ 
posed some six years ago, that the South 
is able to build up its school funds. 
In 
every State of the South educatioaal funds 
have augmented largely, aud the common 
school system been 
steadily advanced, 
and the people do not complain ^iat thev 
have been heavily taxed for the purpose. 
In fact the Southern States of the Union 
have 
demonstrated 
that 
they 
do 
not 
need 
aid; 
that 
they are 
cap­ 
able 
in 
their 
self-helj dullness 
that 
the voters can be educated by local effort, 
mid therefore to prevent its exercise would, 
instead of being charitable, prove detri­ 
mental to the people. 
General Butler, of 
S mth Carolina, in discussing the question 
has said :

T E E S T R IK E AT SAN 
FR A N C ISC O . 


W hatever th e grievances of tiro striking 
bakers and cooks "of San Francisco may lie 
—and they have not been so started as to be 
free from confusion, but the demand for 
one day of rest in seven i- impregnable 
and just— th e strike will be found to be 
liad policy. 
Not one strike in a hundred 
has resulted beneficially for the wagc- 
winner. 
The method by w hich it operates 
being unwise, it cannot be otherwise than 
th at res»rt to it should punish most se­ 
verely those who hope from it the greatest 
benefit. 
A t the boD im it would appear, 
from certain indications, the present strike 
was prom pted by the fear of the Trades 
•Union men that m any employers intende 
to gradually displace them. 
As that is 
the right of th e -employer, in resisting dic­ 
tation concerning the conduct of his busi­ 
ness, so it is th e right of the U nion men 
to cease labor 
But the eoonouiy of the 
movement is a question wholly independ­ 
ent, and as it involves in the present ease 
a loss of wages in excess of $,’',000 per day, 
while the employers generally have now 
combined under a pledge not to employ 
Union men, it would seem in this case, as 
in most others preceding it, th at the ver­ 
dict is to lie repeated, “ the strike does not 
pay” . 
One step has been taken by the San 
Francisco strikers that especially is the 
bight of unwisdom. Union men have been 
ordered out 
of establishments against 
which no sort of complaint Is made, in 
which 
the demands of tlie union have 
lieen uniformly and fully complied with. 
Of course the argument is, that the injury 
inflicted must be made so general that tlie 
presence of necessity will bring all em­ 
ployers friendly to tlie union to the aid of 
thej strikers in the endeavor to break 
down those who resist. 
It would appear, 
however, since the employes feel that they 
must resort to the strike as a means, and 
th at nothing else will satisfy them, by far 
tlie better plan would lie to encourage 
the employers against whom they make no 
complaint, and do all they can legitimately 
to divert custom to their establishments 
and thus by rivalry induce those in oppo­ 
sition to yield. 
W hile the strike will prove, as have 
most of its predecessors, to be futile for the 
accomplishment of the ends sought, it 
would be less objectionable if it did not 
seek, as it does with amazing injustice, to 
involve the whole community in it. 
Thus, 
some thousands of men who had no sort 
of 
complaint 
to 
make 
have 
left 
positions 
they 
have 
held 
for 
years, in business establishments related 
only indirectly to the baking trade, and 
not in any way involved in the specific de­ 
mands of the strikers. 
This ordering out 
has been carried to adjacent cities and 
towns, and communities not at all interested 
in the local contest in San Francisco are 
being made to suffer loss and inconvenience 
in tlie hope th at thereby they will add the 
weight of their influence to that of the 
strikers, to compel the resisting employers 
in tlie metropolis to yield. 
The rank in­ 
justice of this policy will raise up opposi­ 
tion to the strikers they might r.ot other­ 
wise have encountered, and will withdraw 
from them sympathy they would other­ 
wise enjoy. 
Those outside of tlie atmos­ 
phere of the trade union will scarcely ad­ 
mit th at entire communities in the face of 
sucli injustice can be driven. 
It is not a 
weakness of American community charac­ 
ter ; on the contrary, it is inclined to be 
pugnacious, and the strikers will find, we 
tliink, that the communities assailed w ith­ 
out any offense being charged against anv 
of their memliers, will develop resorbes 
th at will enable them to outlive the en­ 
durance of the strike.

W e had a protective duty in 1853-56 on 
wool. The average price of wool under it 
was 33 cents, 2D cents and 29 cents, accord­ 
ing to tlie statistics compiled by Librarian 
Spoflbrd, of W ashington. In 1859-60, with 
the duty off, the wool average went to 40 
cents and 37 cents. Non-protection warned 
the home grower to withdraw from wool 
producing, and his foreign competitor, 
with the decreased home clip, secured a 
higher price from our consumers. 
In 1861 
the Morrill Tariff’ A ct gave us a higher 
range of duties, and the Act having passed 
tlie House at the 1S59-C0 session of Con­ 
gress, and the Senate at tlie 1860-61 ses­ 
sion, wool fell to 37 cents and 34 cents. 
Under the exceptional conditions of the 
war period following prices ranged higher. 
In 1867 the new schedule for wool and 
woolens was adopted, which remained in 
force until 1883, and the average wool 
price fell from the war figure to 31 cents, 
36 cents, 34 cents, 40 cents, 47 cents, 56 
cents, 46 cents and so on to 35 cents in 
1883. 
So the figures prove that with the 
duty off. wool rated higher to the consumer 
in the single instance since 1824, when we 
made wool of 20 cents value and under 
free, than in any of the normal years when 
a duty was laid upon the product. 


G o v e r n o r S t a n f o r d in the Senate 
aud Mr. McKenna in the House, have in­ 
troduced hills to increase the appropria­ 
tion lor the Government building in Sac­ 
ramento to £250,000. 
It is not a cent too 
much. 
It is simply out of the question to 
put up a building commensurate with the 
need, for the sum originally set apart for 
purchase of site and construction. This is 
so self-evident, th at we entertain no fear 
of the rejection of the new bill upon its 
merits. 
If it is lost it will he because a 
hundred or more other hills for erection of 
public buildings have been introduced. 
Fully seventy-five per cent, of these ought 
to be killed, hut unfortunately they attach 
themselves 
to 
worthy 
measures 
like 
leeches, and there is no (shaking them off 
until, like the latter, they are filled, or 
all the measures, the good with the bad, 
are shelved.

last Sunday's San Francisco Call, in which 
a reporter is supposed to have interview ed 
T hom as T ennant, the veteran chronom eter 
m aker and pioneer of California. 
T he re­ 
porter m akes Mr. T ennant say th at this is 
not as cold w eather as he has seen here; 
th at on Decem ber 28. 1867, the m ercury 
sank to 20° hf/ow the freezing point, w hich 
is, as you know , 32°.' T his w ould m ake 
the actual tem perature, as recorded by the 
therm om eter, but 12° above zero. 
U n­ 
doubtedly Mr. T ennant desired the brilliant 
reportorial interview er to understand that 
the tem perature was 20°; th at is, 12° below 
the freezing point, or 20° above z=ro; but 
if he lias been quoted correctly, then San 
Francisco can boast of having "had colder 
w eather than has ever been recorded in the 
Sacram ento valley. 
Mr. T ennant, so the reporter inform s us, 
says th at from Jan u ary 14, 1882, to F eb ru ­ 
ary 21st of the sam e year was a long and 
severe spell, the m ercury during all that 
tim e never registering m ore than 31°—u n ­ 
doubtedly another reportorial m isquota­ 
tion. 
T h at would m ake thirty-nine con­ 
secutive days th at the therm om eter never 
recorded a tem perature above the freezing 
point. 
In all probability Mr. T ennant en­ 
deavored to m ake the reporter understand 
th at during that period the lowest or m ini­ 
m um tem perature never w ent above 31°. 
D uring the day it m ust have recorded a 
very m uch higher tem perature than 31°. 
1 w onder if the reporter th at interview ed 
Mr. T ennant had red hair. 
If so, he m ight 
be excusable for getting the tem perature so 
far below the freezing point. 
Read w hat 
he m akes Mr. T ennant say: 
"W e have 
had ju st as cold w eather as at present, the 
m ercury registering 
27° below freezing 
point on January 29, 1864; Jan u ary 19,

that Mr. T ennant recorded a tem perature 
of 27° above zero as the lowest, he would 
probably have been correct. 
In regard to th at long and severe cold 
spell of 1882,the Sacram ento Signal Service 
record show s th at we had a long cold spell 
during the m onths nam ed, to wit • Ja n ­ 
uary 14 to February 21, 1882. 
Mr. T en­ 
n ant is reported to have said the tem pera­ 
ture never rose above 31° during this tim e 
W ell, we will say the gentlem an probably 
wanted the illustrious reporter to under­ 
stand th at the lowest tem perature recorded 
during each of those days were never 
m ore than 31°. If that is the true m eaning 
of the interview , Sacram ento was w arm er 
at night or early in the m orning, during 
m ost of the tim e, than was San Francisco. 
Sacram ento records show the lowest tem ­ 
perature on January 14.

POLICE COURT. 
A .lury I'unhlo to A greo In th e C aulfield 
C ase. 
“ Dull times for me,” said the clerk of 
the Police Court as he glanced over the 
calender yesterday to see if the proceedings 
of the day would net him anything. He, 
however, consoled himself in thinking one 
ot the drunks would not show up, which 
meant $2 50 clear gain. Jerry Haley 
stood up to receive sentence, hav­ 
ing been convicted of disturbing the peace. 
“ Ten dollars or 10 days,” said the Court. 
Press Hawkins, an old offender, said be 
was ready to be tried on the charge pre­ 
ferred against him, common drunk. He 
introduced several witness who testified 
that they knew Press, when sober, to be an 
industrious man. The matter was taken 
under advisement until to day. 
Charles 
McCarthy will be heard on the charge of 
disturbing the peace to day. 
Judge Buckley then vacated his seat 
and Justice Devine, who had been 
selected, by the Mayor to try Henry 
A. Caulfield, took the chair. Twenty 
jurors who 
had 
been 
summoned 
were 
present, 
and 
twelve 
having 
been selected, the trial proceeded. After 
the testimony had been taken the jury re­ 
tired to iorm their verdict. W hile the jury 
was absent. Judge Buckley again took his 
seat, and the trial of James Lewis, a lad of 
12 summers, was called. He was charged 
with disturbing the peace. The defendant 
having demanded a jury, the eight who did 
not act in the Caulfield case were chosen to 
try the case. Major Anderson volunteered 
to defend the boy, who had no witnesses 
subpenaed. The case was such a trifling 
one that the jury returned a verdict of not 
guilty, but requested that the defendant be 
reprimanded. Jutlge Buckley did so, and 
upon promise that he would act better in 
the future, the defendant was discharged. 
John Moatley. a man who became intoxi­ 
cated, forfeited his deposit, and the Clerk 
heaved a sigh of relief. The jury in the 
Caulfield case were then brought out, and 
they stated that it was impossible for them 
to agree. The foreman said that if some 
of the jurors had been questioned before 
the trial they would not have been ac­ 
cepted. Justice Devine said he was sorry 
they could not agree, and dismissed them. 
He ordered another panel of 25 jurors to be 
served and set the case for January 19th.

MEIER TS. CASEY. 


A rre sted for E m bezzlem ent.

B obbing a D um m y. 
East evening about 8 o’clock a stout, 
heavy-built man seized one of the clothes 
dummies in front of C. I’ Nathan's cloth­ 
ing store and carried it away a few yards 
from the electric lights. He then deliber­ 
ately removed the coat and vest displayed 
on the mock-man and made off without 
being discovered. When the discovery was 
made, the police were notified and instruct­ 
ed to look for the thief. Later in the even­ 
ing officers Able and Frazee met a man 
with the clothes under his arm as he was 
going into a disreputable K-street gin-mill. 
They gave chase and followed the man 
through the saloon, but missed him. On 
emerging from the saloon he was seen to 
enter Wilson's stable. Again chase was 
given, and as the officers were about to 
seize him he jumped from a bridge leading 
across the alley and disappeared in the 
darkness. During his flight he dropped 
his “ swag,” which was found by the offi­ 
cers and returned to the owner. 


T he D ifference B etw een F o rm e r Ju d g e s 
an d T bose or K ecent D ate. 
One of the most important offices in the 
municipal government is that of Police 
Judge. Of all those who have filled that 
position, the most distinguished, the one 
that has left the best record, is N. Greene 
Curtis. He served three terms during the 
years 1863-54 65. It is an office that re­ 
quires unusual patience, forbearance and 
decision. 
During the three years that 
Judge Curtis was an incumbent of the of­ 
fice, the number of arraignments that em­ 
bellished the docket of his daily morning 
Court were exceedingly numerous, many 
of them involving the most subtle ques­ 
tions of law, and requiring patience in 
their investigation, as well as care and dis­ 
crimination in their settlement. He entered 
upon his duties with a full appreciation of 
its importance and responsibilities, andan 
intuitive foresight of its requirements. 
With a comprehensive knowledge of the 
law’s ramifications, he ineted out justice to 
its offended majesty in a manner that made 
it feit and respected. An arraignment be­ 
fore "Judge Curtis" had an intimidation 
upon habitual law breakers widely differ­ 
ent irom that which has since prevailed in 
this community, where slight punishment 
is by the offending often regarded as a li­ 
cense for crime, or a reward for its perpe­ 
tration. W ith a proper regard for the in­ 
terests of the city, and the rigid respect due 
the law, the quality of his mercy was not 
strained, but always tempered with justice. 
The forlorn hope of the poorest and hum ­ 
blest had the same patient hearing before 
Him, as the more hardened and unscrup- 
lous that came fortified with abundant 
counsel, simply because they bad money to 
secure it. The fines imposed ami collected 
by Judge Curtis during his 
three 
years’ 
term, for various 
infractions 
of the 
law, amounted to $73,000, 
all of which was turned into the City 
Treasury, which added very resi>ectah]y to 
the revenue of the city, and materially 
lessened the burden of the taxpayer. He 
collected over $24,000 a year, over $2,000 
per month, which paid the salaries of the 
police force and nearly all of the city offi­ 
cers. The criminal class gave Sacramento a 
wide birth during his administration, and 
an officer of that kind to-day would make 
the Capital of California a model city. 
WHAT OTHER JUDGES HAVE DONE. 
In looking over the city records yester­ 
day the following figures were obtained as 
the amounts collected by the various Judges 
since 1807: L. H. Foote collected, in 1S67, 
$2,402 50; in 1868, $2,729 50; in 1869, 
$3,477 50. In 1870 A. Henley collected 
$3,801. In 1871 Judge Gilmer collected 
$0 508 2-5; in 1872. $5,344, In 1873 Judge 
Cantwell, $5,036 75. In 1876 Judge M. S. 
Horan, $5,066 20; in 1877, $2,729 25. In 
1S7S Thomas Conger, $1,956 30; in 1879, 
$1,550. Judge Henry collected, in 1880, 
$2,067; in 1881, $1,70-3 ; in 1882, $1,776 30; 
in 18S3, $2,377 75 ; in 1884, $3,347 ; in 1885, 
$2,168 50. From April 1, 1886, to January 
3, 1887, he collected $1,328 50. 
Judge 
Buckley, the present incumbent, during 
his first year turned into the citv treasury 
$2,105 75.

M etropolitan T h ea ter. — Mr. James 
O’Neill was welcomed last night in “ Monte 
Cristo” by one of the largest audiences 
gathered in the theater, at a regular dra­ 
matic entertainment, since the remodelling 
of the theater. Every seat in the house 
was taken except two boxes. Perhaps a 
half dozen seats “ down stairs ” were un­ 
occupied, while the family circle was 
packed—it was a case where more comers 
would have had to put up with “ standing 
room.” Mr. U’Neill has greatly improved 
in his methods since last here. His stvle 
is more finished, and there is in his bearing 
that which is significant of the greater ease 
he feels. His splendid voice anil line enun­ 
ciation are still chief elements in his art. 
He is certainly worthy of the popular 
favor of which he is the beneficiary, 
for he is an accomplished actor, and 
possesses in a wonderful degree tliHt 
which, for want of a better term, has been 
called “ personal magnetism.” His com­ 
pany is evenly gqod, but, with two excep­ 
tions, we have seen here better support in 
“ Monte Cristo.” 
DeMoroef. Caderouse 
and the wife of Caderonse have been better 
performed here, notably the latter when­ 
ever Sara Stevens took the part.

For weeks past it was rumored that a 
well-known merchant of this city had 
been too intim ate with a female servant, 
and that the only way he could get out of 
his difficulty was to buy himself out. The 
air was full of all kinds of rumors, but 
they could not be traced to any reliable 
source, and the man who is accused of this 
great wrong says that it is a malicious pack 
of lies, that there is not a word of truth in 
it, and denounces the whole matter as a 
blackmailing scheme. 
Be that as it may, the following papers 
were yesterday filed in the Superior Court, 
and Mr. Casey will be forced to make his 
showing in Court.

\V. Armstrong, one of the Judges of this 
honorable Court, duly made, constituted 
and appointed, and is now the duly ap­ 
pointed and qualified guardian ad litem of 
and for this plaintiff. 
“ 2. That this plaintiff, Helena Meier, is

fluence, wickedly seduced, debauched and 
carnally knew her, against the desires and 
protestations of her, the said Helena Meier, 
whereby she became sick and so remained 
for a long space of time, to w it: from the 
said dav until the present time. 
“ 3. That by reason of the premises, and 
in consequence of the wrongs and seduc­ 
tion aforesaid, the said plaintiff, Helena 
Meier, has suffered greatly in her health, 
and became sick and suffered great mental 
agony and distress, and has been ever since 
then prevented from attending to her ordi­ 
nary business and affairs, and was greatly 
afflicted in mind and body, and has been 
put to great expense for medical attend­ 
ance and nursing, and has been otherwise 
greatly injured, to her damage in the sum 
of twenty thousand dollars.

It will be re­ 
membered that this w.«man was rescued by 
Mr. Filbin from a Chinese den of infamy 
in this city kept by Chen Ah Lee, and after 
taking her to the Presbyterian Chinese 
Mission id San Francisco she was brought 
into Court upon a writ of habeas corpus 
and possession sought to be gained of her 
by Chen Ah Lee, but the Court permitted 
her to retire to the mission. Efforts have 
been in progress ever since by the slave- 
driver who claims to own her to get hi* 
hands again upon her, but he had failed 
until now. The dispatch yesterday simply 
stated that she had been taken out on ha­ 
beas corpus and was gone. Mr. Filbin says 
he does not propose to let the matter end 
here, but will go to San Francisco this 
week and see what can be done. One fea­ 
ture of the situation is that a good case of 
perjury exists against Chin Ah Lee. and 
this will now probably be taken up with a 
view to enforcing the law and putting this 
particular slave-dealing Mongolian where 
he will best serve the public good, by his 
worthless carcass being kept troya sight be­ 
hind State Prison bars.
